WASHINGTON, June 30 — 
Chances were brighter today for 
passage of the natural gas bill. 
But it will be a week or bo 
before a decision is made on 
whether to call up in the House 
the measure exem pting indepen­ 
dent producers and gatherers of 
natural gas from the federal r e g - J 
ulation imposed by the U .S. Su-i 
preme Court. 
House Demoratic leaders who 
favor the bill will take a poll. If 
they count enough votes for it, 
they will be ready to have it 
come to the floor for debate. If 
not, the measure probably will 
go over until next session.

Texas’ 195 4 baby crop turned 
out to be the biggest on re­ 
cord, the State Health Depart­ 
ments Bureau of Vital Statis­ 
tics reported Thursday. 
The 240,209 live births regis­ 
tered for the year was an all- 
time high rate of 28.4 births 
for every 1000 population, bu­ 
reau statisticians said. 
Most of the new babies were 
boys — 104 for every IOO girls 
— the summary said, but 881 
more male “babies than females 
died during their first year. 
“ The attrition 
against the 
male sex goes on steadily all 
through infancy, childhood, ado­ 
lescence, m aturity an dold age, 
a statistician commented. 


How many mothers of 1954 
babies were residents of Texas 
at the time of their blessed ev­ 
ent Is not yet known, but ev­ 
ery one of the babies are bona 
fide Lone Star ciizens by virtue 
of state law. 
While birth rates were soar­ 
ing to 
unprecedented 
levels, 
deaths from selectd causes w'ere 
being cut to the lowest points 
in history. 
“ Last year the total 
death 
rate 
(7.7 per 1000), 
the in­ 
fant mortality 
rate (31.0 per 
1000 live births), the maternal 
mortality rate (0.6 per 1000 live 
births) and the stillbirth ratio 
(17.3 per 1000 live births) at 
new all-time lows,” the report 
indicated. 
In addition to the reductions 
posted in infant and maternal 
deaths, the report said the past 
two decades 
have 
witnessed 
drastic reductions 
in 
deaths 
from diseases affecting the gen­ 


eral population. 
There were 99% fewer death 
from each of typhoid fever, dip 
theria, 
malaria 
and 
pellagra 
last year than In 1934. Scarlet 
fever rates have been cut by 
9 8 '' from the rate 20 years ago. 
Ninety-six 
fewer 
deaths 
from 
each of whooping 
cough 
and 
measles are occurring today than 
in 
1934. 
Influenza 
Is claiming 
90r ; 
fewer victims today than it did 
20 years ago, while tuberculo­ 
sis is killing 84% fewer people 
than the 
1934 rates. Syphilis 
rates have been cut 81%. 
Pneumonia, 
includingVpneu- 
monia of the newborn, and In­ 
testinal disease, including diar­ 
rhea of the newborn, are both 
66", less of a threat to human 
life than they were two brief 
decades ago.

He was going to wipe it 
out, wipe it off the face of the 
ground . . . and use the Chaldeans 
to do it with. 


Is Th* Remedy Worse Then

The Disease? 
We can see from reading the 
second part of Habakkuk’s first 
chapter, that he could not under­ 
stand, at first, how God could do 
such a thing as arousing the Chal­ 
deans. How can God use devilish 
men to accomplish divine pur­ 
poses? Is it conceivable that a God 
who is the Holy One, who cannot 
look on wrong,—is it conceivable 
that such a God would be silent 
while the ruthless and cruel armies 
of the invaders were capturing 
men and treasure, cities and vil­ 
lages, as a fisherman takes every­ 
thing in his net? Nevertheless it 
has often been true that God’s 
good purpose has been set forward 
by men who did not know nor obey j 
him. When Joseph’s brothers sold ; 
him into Egypt as a slave, they 
intended no good by it. Their only j 
motives were greed, cruelty, jeal- j 
ousy and revenge. But God brought 
good out of it. War is a terrible 
thing; but as Lincoln suggested, 
it is quite possible to believe that 
the horrors of a civil war are 
God’s way of punishing a nation 
for the injustice of slavery. If a 
nation will not listen to its true 
prophets and repent, God can use 
sterner measures. 
Faith Endures 
Habakkuk, pursuing bravely his 
questioning of God, comes out at 
last to two illuminating thoughts 
which the Lord gave him. sit may 
be noted in passing that sometimes 
the quest oiling mind gets 
an­ 
swered when the unquestioning 
mind does not.' One is that in 
dark days, when God is not to be 
seen, the man of faith must wait. 
"Gcd does not settle all his ac­ 
counts in October.” The answer to 
life's riddles is not always given 
immediately. God’s signature can 
be seen at the end, though not 
always do we recognize his hand­ 
writing at first. The other thought 
was this: The man of faith must 
not give up his faith. For faith 
has the power of enduring life. 
God may use a “bitter and hasty 
nation” to punish another sinful 
one. But God judges all nations. 
Chaldea and Judea alike. Seen in 
the light of history, we can per­ 
ceive as a fact what Habakkuk 
could see only with his inward 
eye: that the God-defying conquer­ 
ing Chaldean nation would vanish 
soon without a trace, while the 
little conquered people of the He­ 
brew’s would survive, because in 
them was the undying seed of faith.

The motive behind an act is a 
large factor in determining the 
moral quality of that act. Most 
wrong deeds are prompted by bad 
motives. I have recently read the 
story of Benedict Arnold’s be­ 
trayal of his country during the 
Revolutionary war. 
He was a 
brilliant man, a military genius, 
and a leader of great courage. He 
was twice wounded in battle, and 
won many victories for the cause 
of human freedom. 
But in the 
latter years of the war he came 
to feel his outstanding achieve­ 
ments were not properly recog­ 
nized and appreciated; and he 
took deep offense, and felt bitter 
resentment against the leaders 
responsible for the real or fancied 
wrongs he suffered. It may be 
that he didn’t always get a fair 
deal, but his reaction to the real 
or fancied wrong was very bad. 
He was in command of the 
strategic 
stronghold 
of 
West 
Point, and he wrote the British 
leaders offering to surrender to 
them West Point, and to join the 
British forces, if they would give 
him in return a little more than 
$100,000.00. His motive was re­ 
venge and the love of money. The 
motive was selfish and bad, and 
the deed was dark and tragic. 
His resentment against what he 
considered a personal injustice 
outweighed his love of liberty 
and human welfare. 


It is a dangerous thing to be 
dominated by resentment against 
a wrong to oneself or his friends 
rather than by love of a great 
and holy cause. In one of my pas­ 
torates I knew of a woman who 
quit the choir because she was 
not allowed to sit on the front 
row. Things like that ought not 
to happen in a church. 
It is a common thing for peo­ 
ple to withdraw from active serv­ 
ice in a worthy organization be­ 
cause of some real or fancied 
wrong they have suffered at the 
hands of some leader in that or­ 
ganization. With such a person 
resentment against a real or 
fancied wrong outweighs his love 
for a worthy cause. It takes a 
big man to be loyal to a great 
cause in the face of what he con­ 
siders a personal wrong against 
himself or his friends at the 
hands of a representative of that 
cause. It is better to be domi­ 
nated by our love of humanity 
than by our hate of those who do 
us wrong.
